Cleveland, Ohio, between 1856 
and 1860, saw young John D. Rock- 
feller enter the cltv from the conn 
try wllbont any capital, save a good 
constitution, good brains, good com- 
mon school education, and a good 
knowledge of bookkeeping. He also 
possessed a good moral character — 
was a good member of the Baptist 
Clinrcli. He neither drank nor 
smoked. As he sui»9equently onct 
said, be " never had money *o hurn.'^ 
With such a character and equip- 
ment, he easily got a bookkeeper's 
piwition in a large commission ami 
whipping house on River Street, 
Cleveland. From that point be 
steadily advanced to a partnership 
in the luisines.s. There he learned 
thoroughly the best methods of 
steamboat and railroad transporta- 
tion and got well in touch with the 
officials of the railways, then but re- 
cently developing on the Lake Shore 
and Southwest. Hence, when hispe 
troleuin oil refining commenced in 
that Lake City, John D. was well 
posted and 8ul>sequeully hit upon 
the best methods of transporting 
lioth cruile and refined petroleum 
Tbe secret of Mr. Rockefeller's 
steady advance towards weath and 
comineivlal Influence was his thrifty 
habits in his p/<m of /i/e. He from 
the first divided his earnings into 
three or four divisions. Fii-st, 
economy, saving and investment. I 
Second, home ex^ienses and parental 
donations. Third, regular church I 
and l>enevolent expenditures. From 
these principles duriuga long life he 
has never deviated. Another emi- 
nent quality was his business appll- 
catiorr, wisdom iu the selection of 
partners, and deep attention loilie 
needs of trade. The present writer 
well knew Mr. Rockefeller In those 
early years, and found him always a 
reliable business man, when at first 
only selling or shipping country 
produce as commission merchant. 
The habils of saving, economy and 



self-denial, from pernicious habits, 
were the fondation stones of the 
Rockefeller fortunes. Early be- 
nevolent regular donations yearly, 
from hundreds to millions of dollars, 
was another continual habit of his, 
now the wealthiest man in America. 

Mt. John D. Rockefeller has re- 
cently attained to his seventy, 
eighth birthday, being just seventy- 
seven years old July, 1916 He is 
now supposed to be worth nearly a 
billion dollars, estimated at aliout 
eight hundred million of dollars. He 
is now said to be in excellent health, 
which is greatly promote*! Iiy his 
strict attention to tbe " Laws of 
Life," so that he may yet re«lize his 
••xpeclation of reaching the century 
mark of years. 

While I was a merchant at Cleve- 
land, about the year 1880, I had the 
pleasure of the acquaintance of Mr. 
Rockefeller, then an active, young 
iiusiuesh man, about 21 years of age. 
He being In the commission at d 
•hipping business, it was a pleasure 
o me then, as a grocery merchant, 

do some bu-sines* with him and 
lis firm. My first acquaintance was 
when he was a hookke«'per for a 
large shipping house on River Street 
in Cleveland, Into which he shortly 
rose to become a psrtmr During 

1 few years, subsequently, I had 
he pleasure of meeting him In social 
ife. As before mentioned, he waa 

endowed with high business princi- 
ples, and remarkable financial 
ability, combined with pleasant 
social qualities. His first great 
financial venture was in the new pe- 
troleum fields near Titusville, Pa., 
between 1866-75. Previous and sub- 
sequent to that period, as I re- 
member, he was greatly interested 
in the refining of petroleum in 
Cleveland. After having largely 
increased his capital by successfully 
"striking oil," in Ihe Oil Creek 
country, he had the wisdom to con- 
centrate his mind and abilities npon 
the refiurng and shipping of petro- 
from Cleveland markets to tbe E>*8t, 
and hence, he quickly became the 
largest refiner of petroleum in 
Cleveland. His subsequent life his- 
Mtorylswell known to the world, 
tnd needs n.i further comment than 
to commend true principles <^f 
financial success to young mei 
'his period, combine*! with the no- 
ble character which has led this 
remarkable man to become one of 
ihe largest financial benefactors of 
mankind, in many departments of 
education and benevolence.

It is well worth considering, and 
the suggestion it contains could be 
wisely accepted. 

Too often the deaf are turned 
down because of an unwarranted 
fear that they are liable to be injur- 
ed where a. hearing employee would 
be safe. 

The public does not know us, and 
never will unless we give the public 
ocular evidence of our abilities and 
activities in the great centres of com- 
mercial productiveness. 

However, the question arises, 
would the Fords and Goodyears 
and other factories employing 
numbers of the deaf, be willing to 
have them filmed while at work. 
This must be first ascertained, and 
next the cost. Then a special pro- 
position might he sent to the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Natiotial 
Association. 

As we uoderstand it, the Moving 
Picture Fund — or what is left of it — 



is drawing interest, and the " main 
guy" of the movie committee is imi- 
tating Brer Rabbit — laying low and 
saying nothing. 

The preservation, in form, feature 
and action, of the prominent 
men of this and coming generations 
is a very good idea, especially in 
their masterly expositions of the 
language of signs. Who of all the 
deaf alive to-day would not re- 
joice to see Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet addressing his pupils, or a 
deaf gathering such as was held in the 
middle of the 19th Century, when 
he was presented with a silver 
pitcher and salver, along with 
Laurent Clerc, the deaf-mute he in- 
duced to cross the seas from France 
and help in the introduction of the 
French system of instruction to the 
deaf of America.

Mr. J. C. Howard, 

Prej. Nafl Ass'n oj the Deaf. 
Dbar Prbsidbnt :— I am much 
interested in the Moving Picture 
Department of the N. A. D, and 
will endeavor to outline a sugges 
tion that may be of assistance to 
others. 

I commend the present practice of 
the department in making reels of 
film of our distinguished deaf men, 
while delivering addresses. It is 
good to preserve history that way, 
for our coming generations. Keep 
on with this work. It is splendid. 
The association, however, with is 
not organized merely for the purpose 
of preserving or collecting for the sake 
of history, motion photographs of the 
leading deaf citizens and our hearing 
co-workers. The as.sociation was, 
I believe, originally founded in order 
to stimulate the education of our 
deaf children and assist our deaf 
working men to cope successfully 
with the problems of life and to help 
them overcome their inability to hear 
and Ulk. The Workmen's Compen- 
sation Laws, which now exist in 
several States, have resutled in mak 
ing it exceedingly difiBcult for our 
deaf citizens to secure employment. 
In Schenectady, N. Y., where I 
reside, there are two large manu- 
facturing concerns — the G^'ueral 
Hlectrif Company and the American 
LocomoHve Company. The former 
employs over twenty thousand men, 
and out of this vast number there 
are only three deaf men. The latter 
about 5000 men, three of whom are 
deaf. Schenectady ought to have 
at least two hundred deaf citizens, 
but there is no place for them, be- 
cause these two large companies say 
that they are debarred by the Em- 
ployer's Liability Act. 

I believe it would be a good plan 
to encourage the Legislature to en- 
act an amendment to the Employer's 
Liability Act, to the eflfect that it is 
a misdemeanor to decline physically 
good deaf citizens employment, 
similar to the way that soldiers are 
provided for when called to the bor- 
der or national service. Their 
places are opened to them again when 
they are mustered out of the ser- 
vice ; if not, it is misdemeanor. The 
States have been expending a large 
amount of money in assisting deaf 
children to become tiseful citizens 
and it should protect them when out 
of the in-stituiions, and make it pos- 
sible for them to earn a living. 

Since it seems to be impossible to 
send a representative from place to 
place to investigate such cases, and 
encourage the managers of the large 
industries to realize our position, I 
ijelieve the moving picture can do 
us much good. The Moving Picture 
Department of the N. A. D. should 
make a reel showing our deaf men 
engaged in some hazadarous work, 
and endeavor to prove in this way 
that the deaf are really not su^>ject 
to a greater risk of injury than the 
men who can hear and talk. The 
Goodyear Tire Co. , Ford Motors Co. , 
and some other large concerns 
where a large number of deaf men 
are employed, should make good 
pictures, proving the truth of our 
contentions. 

Perhaps a question will arise as to 
how to exhibit these valuable pic- 
tures There are numerous picture 
theatres in every city and village in 
this country. It is certain that 
there are deaf people who are well 
acquainted with the theater owners 
I am sure they will be very glad to 
exhibit the film. The plan would 
be a better one if they could hire a 
hall, and give some picture exhibi- 
tions, and invite some big men to 
attend. 

I am heartily in favor of this 
movement.

education U) a much larger number 
than is at present p'Msible In a 
word, such a fund would make 
Gallandet the bigger and better 
collei^e which the Alumni and un- 
dergraduates hope to see on Ken- 
dall Green in the future. 

In an age of marvelous progroM, 
like the present, we have come to 
regard nothing as absolntely im{K>s 
sible. It is, therefore, not with- 
out the l)oands of reason to 
hope that a thing as infinitely de- 
sirable as the two-million dollar 



endowment dream ot Mr. Tilden 
may materialize.

House Bill 153, introduc- 
ed by Mr. Taylor, provides for 
"public schools for children who 
are deaf or who have defective 
speech and to provide state aid for 
for school dlslrlcls establishing 
such schools." The last named 1)111 
evidently is an oral measure, as It ii* 
liardly conceivable that the State 
School offlnials would lend it sup- 
port by sawing off the limit on 
which they are sitting. The Pay 
Schools in St. Louis and Kansas 
City are flourishing without State 
aid. 

A measure similar to bill one 
hundred fifty three was passed by 
the last General Assembly, but 
vetoed by the governor, because of 
lack sufficient funds. As Ihe new 
state administration received a 
legacy in the slmpe of a I uge trea- 
sury deficit, the orali^ts will have to 
do some talking^to put theii mea- 
sure over.

CALIFORNIAN SCNTIfvlENT. 



Anent Douglas Tilden's self-an 
nounced candidacy for President of 
the N. A. D. as announced in the 
Journal of January 4, 1917, the 
deaf of California have to say. 

We note with no surprise that 
he is using his long since discredited, 
discarded and di.screditable hobby- 
horse, "federation," in his effort to 
ferry himself into the presidency of 
the N. A. D. 

He speaks vaguely of plans. Of 
course he has but one plan and that 
plan is Federation, which was turn- 
ed down hard, not to say often, 
by the deaf of California long ago. 

In his article announcing his can- 
didacy, he belittles the efforts of 
sincere, well-meaning men, and 
while doing his best to cast odium 
on men of good character and re- 
putation, is, up to his old trick of 
self-aggrandizement and self-praise. 
As to federation, about which he 
prates so much, it is a safe bet 
that he is not clear himself as to 
what he means. 

He should not whine about one, 
not having much to do with the 
deaf up to r9r5. should be meeting 
with considerable success and popu- 
larity now. It will be remember- 
ed that after his return from Paris, 
all bloated up with some success, he 
spent about ten years in carefully 
protecting himself from being con- 
taminated by mingling with or hav- 
ing anything to do with the deaf 
either in social or business way. 

It is much belter to have been 
useful and respected since 1915. 
tlian weighed in the balance and 
found wanting long before that date. 
The Howsou plan is a plan, any- 
way. Moreover, it has a man of 
character back of it, a fact that 
should count much in its favor. 

Tildeu calls it horrible that the N. 
A. D. should get down to a mere 
matter of dollars and cents. When 
he was president of the C. A. D , he 
was a wonder at getting resolutions 
passed petitioning the legislature, 
etc., to do this and that for the deaf, 
but he never carried one through, 
and bis only and standard excuse 
was lack of funds to have the bill 
framed. 

What gets Tilden's goat in the 
Howson plan is the proposal to pay 
a few thousand dollars out in sala- 
ries. 

However, this is not meant to be 
a personal attack on Tilden. Thi.s 
article is merely meant to show the 
deaf at large where Tilden gets off, 
as far as the California deaf are con- 
cerned. 

Tilden's wild talk about $25, 000,- 
000 buildings and his comparison in 
that respect of the U. of C. with 
Gallaudet College, will convince 
anyone with a bit of sense that 
Tildeu of yore — dreamer, pure and 
simple — without a whit of practical 
ability, but withal an entertaining 
writer — aye, one who has even 
written for the Annals. 

The N. A. D. desires much, needs 
much and would accomplish innch, 
but it must get along without being 
led by such visionaries as Tildeu.

A Natiooal Association of tbe 
Deaf was agitated iu New England 
MS far back as tbe year 1850, but 
nothing came of it. The same may 
be said of other and more recent 
attempts along tbe same line. Ef- 
forts were revived io tbe latter psrt 
of 1879, by tbe late Henry C. Ri- 
der, who brought forward tbe pro- 
I position of a National Association of 
'>eaf and suggested a conven- 
as a basis of organization 
This project of holding a nation- 
al convention of tbe deaf and where 
to bold it was, debated upon and 
and voted for in tbe DEAF-MUTKfl' 
JOUR.VAL. Mr. E. A. Hodgson, the 
Journal, editor, who bad been 
forcefully advocating tbe convention 
project in tbe e^litorial column, de- 
cided that tbe preponderance of vot- 
ing favored Cincinnati. After re- 
peated public requests for Mr. R. 
P. McGregor to bead a Local Com- 
mittee, the latter finally consented, 
and under the backing of the 
Journal succeeded in alMnorbing 
tbe local opposition that was head- 
ed by Alfred Wood. He bad a 
trusty lieutenant in Jeese K. T.

The first meeting of the N. A. D. 
attracted no idle crowd. It was a 
gathering of earnest thinkers and 
workers for the cause of the deaf. 
And they did their work and went 
away without indulging in any fii 
volities. There was no picnic, no 
excnr&ion, no banquet. It was a 
strictly business affair. There w»s 
no effort made to draw a "crowd." 
To-day the succecs of a Convention 
seems to be based upon the size of 
the croivd atlraded, not on the 
brains or work done. 

The why and the wherefore of 
tbe N. A. D., Mr. Leitner made 
clear as noonday, and pointed out 
that every deaf person in the coun- 
try should be a member. Mr. 
Teegarden said all should support 
tbe National association for the 
same reason they support them 
selves, since the N. A. D. was help- 
ing them to do it. Mr. Gray en 
larged on the Edowment Fund, and 
proved that money not only talks 
btit does a lot that nothing eUe can 
do. Mr Grimm's " points" were 
sharp and he drove them home in a 
forceful manner. Maybe some 
winced when they touched a tender 
spot. That man from Dublin was 
all that could be desired, and the 
happy-go-lucky Irishman was there 
with all his might. 

Mr. J. L. Friend, the school 
master was absent, so his sub in 
the person of C. S. Sawhill Utrtk his 
place, and wasn't bad at the job, 
considering th« class which was 
composed of such frivolous incom- 
petents as Mrs. Holliday, Mrs Saw- 
hill, Miss Tooroey, Mr. Smielau, 
Mr. Barbour and Mr. Bulger. 
They kept the master at his wit's 
end, and the word, " Management" 
was not in his dictionary. The sly 
way tbe reverend gentleman placed 
something on the master's chair, 
proved that he was upj to all the 
tricks in bis school days. 

Mrs. Holliday's recitation was up 
t/O her usual standard of excellence 
in that line and pleased the large 
audience greatly, but we missed the 
the title.

It was very kindof the Journal to 
suggest my name in connection with 
an important office in the N. A. D. 
I appreciate tbe honor, but must re- 
quest that no further consideration 
be given it, for I must decline to offer 
myself as a candidate for any office 
in the N. A. D. I do this because I 
know I could not find the necessary 
time to devote to the duties of the 
office, and the N. A. D. is sadly in 
need of officers who are not hamper- 
ed with such calls on their time that 
come to me. I fully understand the 
magnitude of the task that awaits 
the incoming officials of the N. A. D. 
One of tbe chief problems is that 
every organization, whatever its na- 
ture, carries within it the seeds of 
dissension ; the members are usually 
of three classes : those who keep the 
object for which it was organized 
fully in view and lend their best en- 
deavors to secure that object ; those 
who in the beginning are enthusiastic, 
but after a while become apathetic, 
leaving the burden of the work upon 
the more conscientious members ; and 
finally, a thir ' ;, composed of 

impractical ^ -s, who have 

schemes which, /. realized, would 
divert the organisation from its legi- 
timate purpose, and, eventually, 
make it the prey to a clique of in- 
dividuals who would exploit it for 
their own selfish aggrandizement. 

All these elements have been and 
still are present in the N. A. D. It 
is, therefore, all tbe more needful that 
the responsible heads shall be able to 
devote themselves early and late to 
the cause of the Association. Besides 
I am not aware I have ever done any- 
thing worthy for the Association that 
it should honor me with office. 

The meeting of the N. A. D., 
which is scheduled to take place 
next summer at Hartford, will un- 
questionably be one of the most im- 
portant ever held, for it comes at a 
crucial period in the history of the 
organization. 

In the fate of the N. A. D. I have 
the keenest interest. I believe that 
a national association of this kind is 
of the greatest benefit to the deaf all 
over the country, for there are many 
problems confronting them that can 
be successfully attacked only under 
the auspices of a strong organization. 
In conclu.sion, I desire to say it 
had been my impression that the 
present admini.stration has beeu far 
from satisfactory to a large number 
of members, mostly on account of a 
tendency to be arbitrary and dicta- 
torial in policy, and there were not 
wanting evidences of a general feel- 
ing of suspicion directed against the 
present heads of the Association, 
particularly the Journal's advocacy 
of Dr. Cloud for tbe presidential 
office, gave color to this unfavorable 
situation, for the Journal has 
always upheld tbe admirable tradi- 
tion of one good term deserves an- 
other. With the advent of Dr. 
Cloud's letter or, y icc of that 

nomination, it d^\ on the con- 

trary that the i .nt N. A. D. 
officials guided its affairs in a most 
superb manner. I am glad to thus 
know that my unpropitious impres- 
sion with regard to the present office 
incumbents was, according to Dr. 
Cloud's statement, erroneous, and 
in view of his encomiums it sur- 
prises me greatly that he accepts the 
proffered nomination with so much 
avidity, instead of graciously passing 
it up to tbe one be claims has ac- 
complished so much for the Associa- 
tion and who really would deserve 
a re-election by acclamation.
